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ing a confrontation with the unarmed Martin 
on Feb. 26. 

As the basis for their refusal to arrest Zim- 
merman, police cited Florida’s “Stand Your 
Ground” law, which allows people to use deadly 
force when they believe they are in danger of be- 
ing killed or suffering great bodily harm. 

The shooting received scant media attention 
at first, but Martin’s parents and lawyers kept 
making public calls for Zimmerman’s arrest. That 
eventually led to a media frenzy and outraged on- 
line messages by celebrities about the case. 

The disputed facts surrounding the shooting 
have been picked apart endlessly by TV com- 
mentators while dominating the headlines and 
reigniting a discussion about guns, self-defense 
laws and what it means to be black in America. 

Zimmerman’s relatives and supporters have 
insisted he is not racist and has been unfairly 
vilified. They said he feared for his life during 
his altercation with Martin and was justified in 
using deadly force. 

The case took an unexpected turn Tuesday 
when the two lawyers representing Zimmer- 
man, Craig Sonner and Hal Uhrig, dropped him 
as a client because they said they had lost con- 
tact with him. They asserted, however, that he 
had left Florida.

A special pros- 
ecutor in Florida charged neighborhood watch 
volunteer George Zimmerman with second-de- 
gree murder Wednesday in the shooting death 
of unarmed black teenager Trayvon Martin— a 
move protesters had been demanding for weeks 
in the racially charged case. 

Zimmerman was under arrest at an undis- 
closed location in Florida, officials said. 

Special prosecutor Angela Corey’s decision 
came 45 days after the fatal shooting in a quiet 
gated community in the central Florida town of 
Sanford. Police had declined to arrest Zimmer- 
man, who is white and Hispanic, based on his 
account of self-defense, setting off civil rights 
demonstrations around the country 

“I can tell you we did not come to this deci- 
sion lightly” Corey told a news conference in 
Jacksonville. 

“Let me emphasize that we do not prosecute 
by public pressure or by petition. We prosecute

based on the facts of any given case as well as the 
laws of the state of Florida.” 

The decision on whether to charge Zimmer- 
man, 28, for the death of Martin, 17, had rested 
with Corey since she was appointed by Florida’s 
governor March 22. 

The firestorm of protests forced Sanford’s po- 
lice chief to step aside and the regularly assigned 
prosecutor to remove himself from the case on 
March 22, leading to Corey’s appointment. 

By seeking second-degree murder rather than 
a lesser charge, such as manslaughter, Corey re- 
affirmed her reputation as a prosecutor who will 
seek to bring the most serious charge possible. 
If convicted, Zimmerman could face a prison 
sentence of up to 25 years to life. 

Zimmerman said he acted in self-defense dur-

ARRAIGNMENT 

The arraignment likely will hap- 
pen within two to three weeks 
of the arrest and will be in open 
court. Zimmerman will be ar- 
raigned and must enter a plea 
on the charges, most likely “not 
guilty” (at this stage, defendants 
almost never plead guilty). Often 
the defendant will waive his ap- 
pearance at the actual court 
hearing. The attorney can enter a 
written plea of “not guilty” on the 
defendant’s behalf. 

DEFENSE MOTION TO 
DISMISS BASED ON 
FLORIDA’S ‘STAND 
YOUR GROUND’ LAW 

If Zimmerman is charged, he is 
entitled to a pretrial evidentiary 
hearing on whether he is entitled 
to the immunity based on the 
law. The burden at that hearing 
is on the defense to prove that 
it is more likely than not that 
Zimmerman was justified in using 
deadly force. In Florida, an indi- 
vidual can use deadly force any- 
where (with no duty to retreat) he 
is not engaged in unlawful activ- 
ity, is being attacked in a place he 
has a right to be and if he reason- 
ably believes his life and safety 
are in danger. 

PRETRIAL 

Both the prosecution and defense 
could file a slew of pretrial motions 
in the case that deal with anything 
and everything from turning over 
documents and evidence to keep- 
ing certain evidence out at trial. It 
is just too early to tell. 

TRIAL 

Zimmerman is charged with mur- 
der in the second degree. Florida 
law describes murder in the sec- 
ond degree as an act that is “im- 
minently dangerous to another 
and demonstrating a depraved 
mind” if it is an act or series of 
acts that meet certain criteria. In 
Florida, a charge of murder in the 
second degree carries a maxi- 
mum sentence of life in prison. 
Florida does not offer the chance 
for parole. The sentence would, 
however, take into account sev- 
eral mitigating and aggregating 
factors.

No-bid deal nixed

Mayor, CTA held private 
talks about $300M plan

The Emanuel administration and the CTA en- 
gaged in private discussions on a $300 million 
no-bid contract with the maker of the transit 
agenc/s new rail cars, but the talks collapsed 
amid disclosures about the poor quality of the 
compan/s work, the Tribune has learned. 

Bombardier Transportation’s pitch to build 
and operate a South Side rail car overhaul facil- 
ity on vacant city and CTA land in a CTA rail 
yard took off in May after Mayor Emanuel was 
elected, CTA officials told the newspaper. 

The talks over the public-private partner- 
ship continued for 10 months, “in keeping 
with the mayor’s priority of creating jobs and 
generating economic development,” CTA 
spokeswoman Molly Sullivan said. 

CTA lawyers had been working to justify 
the unusual practice of awarding such a large 
contract without competitive bids, the tran- 
sit agency said. 

But the city and CTA backed away from the 
talks in recent weeks amid Tribune reports 
that disclosed defective- parts problems with 
Bombardier’s ongoing production of 706 new 
rail cars under a SK14 billion contract. 

hirst word of the previously undisclosed 
discussions with Bombardier comes as Eman- 
uel is asking the City Council to give him 
broad authority to partner with the private 
sector to build everything from schools and 
sewers to ports and railways. ITie details un- 
covered by the newspaper highlight both the 
potential benefits and pitfalls of such public- 


WHY A NEW FACILITY? 

Because there are no Chicago facilities 
equipped to perform midlife overhauls on rail 
cars, the CTA has to pay to send its aging cars 
elsewhere, CTA spokeswoman Molly Sullivan 
said. The Bombardier proposal would have 
saved the CTA those shipping costs while creat- 
ing much-needed jobs on the South Side.

EmanueTs press office repeatedly refused 
to answer questions about what involvement 
the mayor had in the Bombardier discus- 
sions. On Tuesday, his top spokeswoman ac- 
knowledged only that the mayor was initially 
attracted to the Bombardier plan because of 
potential jobs. She said the mayor soured on 
the idea because of the no-bid aspect, with- 
out saying when that happened. 

“T he mayor doesn’t do sole-source deals,” 
Emanuel communications director Sarah 
Hamilton said. “It was a nonstarter. It was 
never going to happen.” 

CTA officials said the no-bid component 
had nothing to do with scuttling the deal and 


that Emanuel had encouraged it all along. 

“Very early, even before he took office, he 
asked me how we might turn this billion- 
dollar expenditure into an opportunity for 


jobs,” said CTA President Forrest Claypool, 
who was appointed to the post shortly after 
EmanueTs inauguration. “So when I took of- 
fice, we took that mandate and ran with it.”

Plan for premium Taste experience

Mayor Emanuel’s plan to charge Taste of 
Chicago attendees for premium seating to 
see musical acts in Grant Park and for the 
chance to eat special meals prepared by 
prominent Chicago chefs cleared a City 
Council committee Wednesday 

Department of Cultural Affairs and Spe- 
cial Events Commissioner Michelle Boone 
told aldermen the hope is that the revenue 
will help Taste break even after three years 
in the red. 

Under the plan, the city would sell seats at 
the Petrillo Bandshell for $25 each night and 
charge $40 for three-course meals cooked 


by chefs including Stephanie Izard of the 
West Loop’s Girl & the Goat. 

Boone said the Taste will draw “national 
headliners” to perform each night of its 
shortened, five-day run from July 11-15, 
but she would not name any of the bands. 
Boone insisted the $25 cost for a seat will 
be “a bargain.” Lawn seating would re- 
main free under the proposal, which will 
head to the full City Council for a vote 
next week. 

‘All music areas,” Boone said when asked 
about the bands Taste goers can expect. 
“R&B, pop, jazz, country” 

In recent years. Taste food vendors have 


complained that festival crowds have shrunk 
in part because the musical acts were not as 
prominent as in years past, when the likes of 
Stevie Wonder and Santana drew huge turn- 
outs to the lakefront. 

Aid. Walter Burnett (27th), the council’s 
Special Events Committee chairman, pre- 
dicted the new revenue streams will help 
Taste, which has a $6.8 million budget this 
year, break even. 

“It’s a funny thing. Sometimes people’s 
psyche, they would rather go in an area 
where they have to pay than be in the free 
area, even if it’s just as good as the area 
where you have to pay” Burnett said.

Is it an iConspiracy? 


D NEW YORK The U.S. Department of Justice on 
Wednesday brought a lawsuit against Apple and 
several publishing companies over a scheme to fix e-book 
prices. 

The suit stems from the 2010 release of the iPad, when 
Apple reached an agreement with five publishers to release 
books on its then-new iBooks tore. The DOJ said Apple 
colluded to raise the price of e-books with CBS’ Simon & 
Schuster, News Corp.’s HarperCollins, Hachette Book 
Group, Pearson’s Penguin unit and Macmillan. 

European authorities also are probing Apple and the pub- 
lishers for similar antitrust violations. Attorneys general for 
Connecticut and Texas led a handful of other states in sepa- 
rate litigation against the companies as well. 

Before the release of the iPad, Amazon’s Kindle was the 
pre-eminent e-book reader on the market. Amazon forced 
publishers to sell most books at $9.99 —a price that came in

below the cost of the books. 

The DOJ found that booksellers were unnerved by the 
discounted e-book price structure Amazon launched in 
2007, and they went to Apple in late 2009 to find a way to 
force Amazon to raise its prices. The iPad proved to be the 
perfect tool to accomplish that. 

The alleged conspiracy placed many books at so-called 
“agency pricing,” putting them on the market for about 
$12.99 giving Apple a 30 percent cut. About three days 
later, Amazon allowed publishers to set their own prices, re-

suiting in higher prices on the Kindle as well. 

“This action drove up e-book prices virtually overnight,” 
Sharis Pozen, head of the DOJ’s antitrust division, said at a 
news conference. “Let me be clear: When companies enter 
agreements that prevent price competition, that is illegal.” 
Apple and the publishers declined to comment.

Just caU him the Sultan of Swing. Bollig said he doesn’t have 
a fighting style per se, but he’s picked up various techniques 
over the years. One of the top questions he gets is how the fights be- 
gin. “It’s kind of just mutual. Somebody asks if you want to fight, and 
if he wants to, then you go,” Bollig said. “If something happens, like 
a big hit [on a teammate] or something, then it’s a little different.” 

But before you label Bollig a fighter and not a lover, know that 
“he’s nice. He’s kind,” Blackhawks left wing Bryan Bickell said. “Lot 
of guys think you need to have a couple screws loose to be a tough 
guy in the league ... but he’s a down-the-ground guy” 

He*s tight with ex-lceHogs but says there’s no Rockford 
ciique. West is best. Bollig, Bickell and Blackhawks right 
wing Andrew Shaw played in Rockford before being called 
up to the Blackhawks. “It’s easier to transition when you have guys 
like that— more familiar faces. I’m lucky enough to have more than 
one here,” Bollig said. The group often dines together tweets one 
another on Twitter. 

But not everything is peachy with the Rockford clan. Bollig is 
always texting, said Bickell, who bunks with Bollig on the road. “I 
take control of the room,” Bickell said. “I got a little more experi- 
ence. I take the leadership by taking all the remotes and {picking} 
when to get up, when to go to bed.” For his part, Bollig said he lets 
Bickell think he’s running the room, and Bickell talks in his sleep. 
Both seem to have no trouble smack-talking when they’re awake. 


He can be a bit of a pill. 

The Blackhawks have suffered from various injuries this year 
but Bollig is on top of his health. “He takes a lot of vita- 
mins,” Bickell said of Bollig. “He’s got like a big pill bottle, and you 
can always hear him walking around and shaking those pills.”

He plays at the United Center and lives in the center of 
Chicago. Bollig said he was surprised when the Rockford 
general manager called him a few months ago to tell him he was 
being called up to the Blackhawks. Since it’s unclear how long his 
stint with the Blackhawks will last, he’s staying at a hotel downtown. 
“When you’re right in the middle of everything down on Michigan 
Avenue, it’s a good time,” Bollig said. He said he wants to eventually 
visit Millennium Park.

The St. Charles, Mo., native openly cheers for his hometown 
baseball team, the Cardinals. “I have a couple of St. Louis 
hats I wear around,” BoUig said.

Do not read this interview with “Queens of Country^’ star Lizzy Cap Ian and pic- 
ture her as moody Janis Ian from “Mean Girls.” This year Caplan becomes a leading 
lady, not a sidekick. She not only delivers a knockout turn in “Queens,” which 
opens the Chicago International Movies and Music Festival on Thursday but stars 
in the anticipated romantic comedies “Save the Date” and “Bachclorcttc,” which 
some expect to be this yearns “Bridesmaids.”

What were your thoughts on country music 
growing up, and how have they changed 
since making the movie? 

For some reason it seems to be a popular 
thing to say that you Hke all kinds of music 
except country I hear that a lot. And I think 
I used to say that when I was a kid, not know- 
ing what the hell I was talking about. I wasn’t 
raised listening to these guys or girls so it was 
sort of new to me. They talk about it a little 
bit in the movie in a very odd way— like every- 
thing else in the movie— the difference be- 
tween old country and new country I haven’t 
found too much new country I’m a fan of, but 
that old stuff, man, I can Listen to it all day 

If it makes you feel better, I think my line used 
to be, ''Everything but country and classical ” 

[Laughs.] I never said that because I played 
classical. So I was clearly a much more high- 
brow child than you were. 

You listened to a lot of old country preparing 
for the movie. How much did that influence 
you? When I watch too many British movies, 

I almost start talking with an accent 

Oh, no, you’re that guy? 


I said almost! 

[Laughs.] OK good. I think it’s fun to get 
totally [immersed] in a role, and it was very 
easy to do that with this because we shot it in 
this little town in Arizona called Cave Creek 
that seemed almost stuck in time. They’re 
very into country music. It’s Hke, the popu- 
lation is, you’re either a cowboy or a biker; 
that’s the vibe I got. It’s an amazing town. ... I 
wore a cowboy hat every day and then wore a 
cowboy hat for like a month when I got home 
until the teasing— I thought the teasing would 
subside and it didn’t, so I [stopped wearing it]. 

What was the comment that broke the 
camel’s back? 

It was just incessant. Like I know I’m not a 
cowgirl or whatever, [Toughs.] It was just me 
loxing this movie that I had just finished and 
people were just rolUng their eyes at me. I 
probably would have done the same thing to 
a tfiend. Dke, '"We get it, you just did a movie 
that had line-dancing and country singers in 
it. We get it. Now you’re wearing a cowboy 
hat. It’s so adorable.” 

You have so much coming up this year, and 


"Queens of Country” could be a star-making 
performance. Did it feel special when you 
were making it? 

“Queens of Country” is such an odd piece of 
filmmaking I think people are either going 
to completely love it or be completely rurned 
off by it. I’ve done a few movies like that in 
the past, and I always prefer that. I always 
prefer somebody to have a visceral reaction, 
whether it be positive or negative, than to be 
indifferent toward something I’ve done. 

“Queens of Country,” did I think [laughs] 
it’s going to be a star-making thing? I don’t 
like to think about those things because I 
think it’s sort of irrelevant. The reason why I 
wanted to do this movie and it lived up to all 
of my expectations is because every part of 
it was completely challenging and weird. ... I 
was lucky enough and still am lucky enough 
to be in a position where if you take those 
shots and the movie doesn’t work, nobody re- 
ally sees the movie. So you feel safe in taking 
these chances. 

What aspect of your life, if any, has ever 
reminded you of a country song? 

Oh, man. A lot of ’em. Just like, [laughs] 


the aggression toward men who have done 
something not so great to me. I’ve been sort 
of fortunate to not be screwed over by lots 
of guys. [laughs.] But I think I create these 
narratives in my mind because, especially 
when I was listening to that much country 
music, it was Hke wanting to go and kick the 
[bleep] out of a guy who wronged you and 
came home drunk and cheated on you with 
your best friend. I don’t really have a lot of 
those experiences in my real life, but I tried 
to at least create this fantasy world where I 
was being wronged all the time so I was Hke 
pissed at giiys for no reason. 

What did you imagine yourself doing in 
these situations? 

It tends to be in these songs, the guys get 
beat up. I always wanted to be somebody 
who, in a situation, I mean, hopefully not 
like somebody was doing something aw fill to 
me, but maybe I saw a friend across the way, 
being [bleeped] with by aguy and I go and 
[laughs] smash a beer bottle over their head 
or something. I have these weird country/ 
western violent [laughs] fantasies.

No second helping for 'Hunger* director 



Gary Ross cites time 
constraints for bowing 
out of ‘Catching Fire’ 

The Wrap 

Gary Ross has bowed out of the “Hunger 
Games” sequel, citing time constraints for his 
exit. 

His role in “Catching Fire” has been subject 
to much speculation in recent days, and late 
Tuesday, he and Lionsgate issued statements 
announcing his exit from the adaptation of 
Suzanne Collins’ book. 

“As a writer and a director, I simply don’t 
have the time I need to write and prep the 
movie I would have wanted to make be- 
cause of the fixed and tight production 
schedule,” Ross said, calling the decision a 
difficult one. 

Lionsgate, for its part, said it was sorry he 
would not return for the second installment. 

“We were really looking forward to mak- 
ing the movie with him,” the studio said in a 
statement. “He did an incredible job on the 
first film and we are grateful for his work.” 

The movie, which opened March 23, al- 


ready has grossed more than $300 million 
in the U.S. alone. It stars Jennifer Lawrence, 
Liam Hemsworth and Josh Hutcherson and 
is set in a dystopian future; youths must com- 


pete in the titular Hunger Games, wherein 
they are forced to eliminate their competi- 
tors. 

Ross co-wrote the script with Collins; their 


collaboration replaced the version written by 
Billy Ray 

The question now is: Who will take the 
reins of Lionsgate’s lucrative franchise? There 
are three books in the trilogy The first “Hun- 
ger Games” installment has exceeded expec- 
tations. 

In exiting the project, Ross called “The 
Hunger Games” the happiest experience of 
his professional life and disputed claims that 
sequel negotiations with Lionsgate were 
rocky 

“Lionsgate was supportive of me in a man- 
ner that few directors ever experience in a 
franchise,” Ross said. 

‘And contrary to what has been reported, 
negotiations with Lionsgate have not been 
problematic. They have also been very un- 
derstanding of me through this difficult deci- 
sion.” 

He also praised producer Nina Jacobson, 
the “brilliant Suzanne Collins,” “the gifted 
and remarkable Jennifer Lawrence” and the 
rest of “the incredible cast.” 

Lionsgate said the parting “will not be the 
end of our relationship” and that it looks for- 
ward to working with Ross in the future.

Cesare has become 
a breakout role state- 
side for the 26 -year- 
old Alontrcal-brcd 
actor, who will play 
a soldier in an indie 
movie about the 
Civil War before 

going back to Hungary to film Season 3 of 
“The Borgias” later this year (if the show is 
renewed). 

But for now, Arnaud is anxious to see more 
episodes of the new season of the Showtime 
drama, which airs at 9 p.m. Sundays. Cesare, 
he says, will take control of the fortunes of 
the 15th-century family headed by patriarch 
Rodrigo Borgia (Jeremy Irons), who schemed 
his way into becoming Pope Alexander VI 
last season and is the father of sibling rivals 
Cesare, Juan (David Oakes) and Lucrezia 
(Holliday Grainger). 

“He kind of goes rogue, such that he 
perceives he’s the best person to defend the 
family, and he’s not waiting for his father to 
approve of every single one of his actions 
anymore,” Arnaud said of Cesare last week 


during a phone interview. “Veah, he’s becom- 
ing the man.” 

Life in Montreal hasn’t changed all that 
much for the actor since “'Fhe Borgias” 
debuted last year. I Te was fairly well-known 
in his hometown for his Canadian TV ap- 
pearances and films. He didn’t seem to know 
he was the object of tan affection on the 
Internet, where one can find sites dedicated 
to him. 

“I don’t Google myself, so I don’t know 
these things and I’d rather not,” he said. ITie 
he laughed and talked about meeting a tan re- 
cently. “I was presenting at the Juno Awards 
and I was just walking backstage and there’s a 
girl, I guess who was a friend of the show, and 
she’s chasing me and she’s asking me, 'Can 
I just get a hug from you?’ And so yeah, we 
hugged.” 

Arnaud would rather talk about Cesare 
and “The Borgias.” In the new season, the 
feud between Cesare and Juan becomes in- 
creasingly vicious and played out in Sunday’s 
premiere in the form of a dangerous horse 
race. Arnaud actually rode the horse himself 
during the dangerous shoot. 

“I remember the second day of the race 
where I was worrying so much, I thought 
I wasn’t going to be able to do it,” he said, 
laughing. “I said, Just give me half an hour,’ 
and I popped like five Advils and rubbed my 
thighs with like cold cream and I was ready 
to go.”

Coachella-tripping? 
Catch these sights

As most know by now, the Coachella Music 
and Arts Festival is occurring over two long 
weekends this year instead of one, with the 
same lineup repeating twice. That means that 
when it kicks off Friday night, i20-odd bands 
ranging from superstars such as Radiohead and 
Swedish House Mafia to first-timers such as the 
Head and the Heart and Jeff Mangum will have 
arrived in the desert near Indio, Calif, from 
around the world, and many will remain in the 
area for some or all of that lo -day period. 

That’s a lot of spare time — and you know 
what they say about idle hands. Not only is 
there a lot of opportunity to get into typical 
rock ‘n’ roll trouble, but also a lot of freedom 
to roam the mystical desert looking for thrills 
or generating lyrics for plaintive love songs 
about the heart being like a cactus or desert 
tortoise. Below are a few tips for making the 
most of time spent in and around the Mojave. 

U2’s Joshua Tree 

A common misconception is that the album 
“Joshua Tree” is named after the area where 
the Irish group Ui and photographer Anton 
Corbijn shot the cover. In reality, Bono & 

Co. found the perfect lone tree at Zabriskie 
Point, 200 miles north in Death Valley Na- 
tional Park, and did a photo shoot there. To 
those who still feel like making a trek to find 
the actual Joshua tree on the album’s cover, 
don’t bother. It fell a decade ago. 

Day-tripping 

Trekking through the Mojave Desert can 


prove dangerous business, even if a hal- 
lucinating Jim Morrison, Donovan and the 
“Entourage” cast did it before you and came 
out alive. An easier trip is to the Integratron, 
where 70 years ago an aeronautical engineer 
named George Van Tassel claimed to have 
encountered extraterrestrials. According to 
the Integratron site, “a saucer landed from 
the plant {sic} Venus, woke Van Tassel up and 
invited him onto the ship. There the aliens 
gave him the technique for rejuvenating 
living cell tissues. In 1954 he and his family 
began building a structure they called the 
Integratron to perform the rejuvenation.” 

Hallowed ground 

Just off 29 Palms Highway in Joshua Tree 
is Rancho de la Luna, the recording studio 
where the sounds of Kyuss and Queens of 
the Stone Age were forged, and where artists 
including PJ Harvey Dave Grohl and the 
Arctic Monkeys have recorded. The studio, 
which is in fact a ranch house, helped birth a 
strumming, start-and-stop aggro sound that 
still reverberates today 

Barbecue, music, beer and pool 

As for music that’s still being played in the 
desert by performers in the here and now? 
Pappy & Harriett’s in Pioneertown is a 
legendary barbecue joint/beer trough that 
draws legions of renegades from all over the 
area. Coachella performers GIRLS and Yuck 
are doing a Goldenvoice-approved gig there 
April 19, so Pappy & Harriett’s could be a 
hub for many musicians during the week.

SNOOP DOGG AND DR. DRE 

We don’t need to tell you that hearing “Aint No 
Fun” on a festival field of 90,000 fans will be 
a landmark West Coast rap moment. Dr. Dre 
and Snoop Dogg wrote the blueprint for L.A. 
party music 20 years ago, and even as lions in 
winter, their quiver of slow-rolling jams is un- 
impeachable. Expectations are high for Dr. Dre 
to uncork more tunes from his forever-almost- 
released “Detox” album, and if you own a mari- 
juana dispensary within a 200-mile radius of 
Indio, now is the time to order extra stock. 


A$AP ROCKY 

Though his crew got in a well-documented 
scuffle with the audience at SXSW, the young 
Harlem’s rappers ascent still seems inevitable. 
His mixtape “LiveLoveA$AP” remains one of 
the strongest rap releases of last year, full of 
spooky and melancholy beats by producer 
Clams Casino. His outspoken criticism of hip- 
hop’s homophobia is also a strong point in his 
favor. 



AZEALIA BANKS 

“Quick witted” barely begins to describe this 
saucy MC, who has torn up the Internet in re- 
cent months with firecracker singles such as 
“212” and “... up the Fun.” A debut on Interscope 
is due soon, but she’s already made enemies 
(the Oakland novelty MC Kreayshawn) and 
powerful allies (producer Dipio). Those who la- 
mented Nicki Minaj’s turn to straight-ahead pop 
might find what they missed right here. 


KENDRICK LAMAR 

The rising L.A. MC cemented his next-big-thing 
status with “Section.80,” an album of ambi- 
tious beat-making paired with a frank lyricism 
that asks the big questions about life from the 
wrong side of L.A.’s tracks. Lamar admits the 
dark appeal of street life, but this record runs 
deep with empathy for its casualties while re- 
maining a total banger. A recent L.A. set open- 
ing for Drake with A$AP Rocky suggested star- 
dom is impending.

White whiskeys 
packing a punch 


Chicago Tribune 

When white whiskeys first turned up on li- 
quor store shelves and cocktail menus a few 
years ago, they seemed, at best, playful alter- 
natives to vodka and the familiar barrel-aged 
brown stuff But in recent years, a surpris- 
ing thing has happened: White whiskeys got 
good. 

Increased production paired with a wider 
array of grain bills — that is, the ingredients 
from which the whiskeys are made— has re- 
sulted in the spirit becoming various combi- 
nations of smooth, luscious, spicy and creamy 
They have developed complex layers and 
flavors and, depending on the white whiskey, 
have become primo sippers or cocktail ingre- 
dients. 

David Perkins, owner of High West Dis- 
tillery in Park City, Utah, says white whiskeys 
“should be looked at no differently than bian- 
co tequila.” And he should know: He distills a 


smooth, creamy white whiskey made of oats 
and recently spicier, bolder white rye. 

“They have their anejo and bianco,” Per- 
kins says of tequila. “Whiskey has its anejo. 
Why can’t whiskey have its bianco?” 

All whiskeys and tequilas are initially white. 
Spending time in barrels adds color and fla- 
vor to both spirits. In the tequila lexicon, 
the most barrel-aged version is called anejo 
(or extra anejo if you’re feeling bold). In the 
whiskey world, the most barrel-aged is simply 
considered whiskey End of story Or it was 
until now. 

These days, distilleries such as High West 
are tweaking recipes to maximize and vary 
their white whiskeys. Perkins, for instance, 
considers his oat whiskey “the Grace Kelly of 
our lineup ... beautiful and smooth” and use- 
ful for mixing in cocktails. The rye, he said, 
“is meant to be sipped on its own, no ice, no 
mixing.”
